As to Russia, it is announced that 


the German terms have been accepted 
and that peace will ensue shortly. The 
Bolshevik delivery is complete. Never- 
theless, the Germans continue to seize 
strategical points in Russia and will 
even capture Petrograxl. 
As to, any 


peace negotiations between the Allies 
and Germany at this time, we surmise 
that Germany would as usual demand 
everything in her favor or else con- 
tinue the war in hopes to force such a 
conclusion. 


There is apparently no sign of peace 


as yet- Germany is conclnfling peace 
with Russia will take care to insist 
upon free access to the markets of Kus- 
sia for whatever she wants 
to buy. 


That will enable her to prolong the 
war so far as supplies are concerned. 
It will increase her food supply and 
give her all the copper and iron she 
needs.

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THE CHANCELLOR'S POINT 


Chancellor von Hertling of Germany 


states that he can fundamentally agree 
with the four basic 
principles laid 


down by President Wilson on which 
any proposition for peace must 
be 


founded, but the chancellor stipulates 
that these principles must be accepted 
by all the entente. 
He claims they 


are not accepted by England and that 
her aJms are Imperialistic. Until these 
principles are so accepted, he states 
that all peace taBc is worthless. 


In taking this stand Uie chancellor 


has attempted to score a point at the 
expense of England although judging 
from the German method of diplomacy 
we do not believe there is either hon- 
esty or sincerity 
behind the chan- 


cellor's statement. 


As to Russia, it is announced that 


the German terms have been accepted 
and that peace will ensue shortly. The 
Bolshevik delivery is complete. Never- 
theless, the Germans continue to seize 
strategical -points hi Russia and will 
even capture Petrograd. 
As to any 


peace negotiations between the Allies 
and Germany at this time, we surmise 
that Germany would as usual demand 
everything in her favor or else con- 
tinue the war in hopes to force such a 
conclusion. 


There is apparently no sign of peace 


as yet Germany is concluding peace 
with Russia will take care to insist 
upon free access to the markets of Rus- 
sia for whatever she wants to buy. 
That will enable her to prolong the 
war so far as supplies are concerned. 
It will increase her food supply and 
give her all the copper and iron she 
needs. 


It -will, therefore, be more difficult to 


beat the Teutons, but it must be done 
at any cost for the peace of the world 
and the future safety of civilization. 


Possibly the movement of Japan to 


head off German activities in Siberia 
may prevent the .kaiser from capturing 
all of Russia. Yet it might be sup- 
posed that an area of 381,000 square 
miles and a population of 50,000,000 
would satisfy the ambition of the em- 
peror in that direction.

The Underbill bill provides that "It 


shall be unlawful whenever the United 
States is at war for ;»,n employer en- 
gaged in any industry directly or in- 
directly concerned with the manufac- 
ture or transportation of munitions of 
war, or of equipment, food, 
or 
other 


supplies for men in the military or na- 
val service of tho United States or any 
allied nations or engaged in the con- 
struction, furnishing, or equipment of 
buildings of any sort for the 
accom- 


modation or benefit of such men, of 
sea-going vessels of any 
description, 


or engaged in the production or trans- 
portation of materials, machinery, or 
fuel for any 
of these 
purposes,—10 


declare or cause a lockout, or for an 
employe so engaged to go on strike, 
on account of any controversy or dis- 
pute as described in chapter five hun- 
dred and fourteen of the acts of nine- 
teen hundred and nine and acts in 
amendment thereof,—before such dis- 
pute shall have been 
referred 
to a 


board of arbitration under the provi- 
sions of said act. or to a board,of in- 
vestigation as herein 
prescribed, or 


during such reference." 


It is provided that whenever either 


party to a 
labor 
contract 
contem- 


plates making a change in conditions 
which is adverse to the other, a no- 
tice of at least fourteen days shall be 
given. 


Capt. White said he had the privi-

ganized by President Gompers of 
the 


A.P. of L., some months ago, for the 
purpose of considering- the 
relations 


of capital and labor. He said be lis- 
tened for an entire forenoon to labor 
leaders, all of whom 
affirmed 
their 


loyalty, but "with

each one had a 'but' in his proposi- 
tion."

Referring to remarks made by otb- 


er speakers, in condemnation of the 
attitude of labor toward the shipbuild- 
ing program, Capt. White said

"cost plus" contracts 
the individual 


employers have bee-n too
